sions After Three Years War.

LONDON, June 2.—The demand for

PUNISHMENT OF REBELS. 


After he had concluded reading the 


peace agreement, Mr. Balfour proceed- 
ed:

just read, and which was signed on Sat- 
urday night. Therefore it may be con- 
venient if I read a dispatch from Lord 
Kitchener to the secretary of state for 
war, 
dated May 30, as follows: 


•• 'After handing- the Boer delegates a 


copy of the draft of the agreement, I 
read them a statement and gave them 
a copy as follows: 


"'His majesty's 
government must 


place on record that the treatment of 
the Cape and Natal colonists who have 
been in rebellion, and 
now surrender, 


announced the terms of peace in South 
Africa, as follows: 


"His excellency, Lord Milncr, in be- 


half of the British government, His ex- 
cellency Mr. Steyn, Gen. Bremner, Gen 
C. R. Dewet and Judge Hcrtzog acting 
in behalf of their respective burghers, de- 
siring to terminate the present hostili 
ties, agree to the following terms: 


"The burgher forces in the field wi? 


forthwith lay down their arms* and hanc 
over all guns, rifles and ammunition o 
war in their possession or under their 
control and desist from further resis 
ar.ee and acknowledge King Edward as 
their lawful sovereign.

"The manner and details of the sur- 


render will be arranged between Lord 
Kitchener 
and 
Commandant General 


Botha 
assisted by Gen. Delarey 
and 


Chief Commandant Dewet. 


•-.Second—All burghers outside the lim- 


its of the Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony, and all prisoners of war at pres- 
ent outside South Africa, who areburgh- 
ers, will, on duly, declaring the accept- 
ance of the position as subject of his 
majesty, be broughj, back to their homrs 
as soon as means of transportation can 
be provided and means of subsistence 
assured, 


"Third—The burghers 
so 
returning 


will not be deprived of their personal 
liberty or property. 


"Fourth—No proceeding, civil or crim 


inal. will be taken against any burghers 
surrendering, or so returning, for any 
acts iu connection with the prose'jiit'on 
of the war. The benefits of this clause 
do not extend to certain acts contrary 
to the usages of war, which had bren 
notified by the commander-in-chicf to the 
Boer generals, and which shall be trial 
by court martial after the clo.se of hos- 
tilities. 


"Fifth—The Dutch language will .be 


taught in the public 
schools 
of the 


Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony, 


where the parents desire it, and will be 
allowed in the courts of Inw, for the bet- 
ter and more effectual administration of 
justice. 


"Sixth—Possession of rifles will be .-.1-

WELCOME ADVENT OF PEACE. 
LONDON, June 2.—With the exception 
i Ireland practically the whole of the 
Jnited Kingdom is holiday-making to- 
day, in honor of the conclusion of peaco 
n Soutri Africa. The streets everywhere 
\rs thronged with people who, every now 
ind then, relieve their over-strung nerves 
by an outburst of hoarse cheering, or by 
braying penny trumpets. The tone of 
King Edward's message 
to the people 


and the absence therein of any note of 
xultation seems, however, to have set 
i good example, and, while giving free 
vent to their own satisfaction, the Brit- 
sh arc showing small desire to crow over 
their late enemies. 


ALL LONDON IS SINGING. 


Flags and bunting are everywhere dis- 


played, church bells are ringing, salutes 
are being fired and there is general jub- 
ilation on all sides. Crowds of subur- 
banites poured into,London at an early 
hour and converged towards the usual 
centers, the Mansion House, Royal Ex- 
change, the Trafalgar Square, etc-,, and 
<|uiekly bedecked themselves with tiny 
flags, buttons and badges. At interval 
enthusiasm was manifested 
in singing 


"God Save the King," which was taken 
up by the happy throngs and is heard 
for miles through the neighboring streets 
from one end of the metropolis to the 
other. 


GIVES STOCKS IMPETUS. 


The earliest demonstrations on 
the 


stock exchange where the members ar- 
rived an hour earlier than usual, com- 
menced with the bidding up of South Af- 
rican securities and consols. On the offi- 
cial opening, "God Save the King'' was 
sung by all present, and a telegram was 
dispatched to Lord Kitchener as follows:

Dimsdale, and afterwards resumed, 


SMALL POX DISAPPEARING 


Number of Cases is Rapidly Dimin- 


ishing-Notice to Parents on 


Vaccination. 


The smallpox epidemic is slowly but 


surelv being stamped out..and. the, num- 
ber of cases reported in the city not near 
so large as expected. Out of twenty odd 
cases reported to the board of health in 
one day, only two of them were found to 
be smallpox, upon investigation being 
made. At present the quarantine is be- 
ing removed from a larger number of 
cases than are reported. At the present 
rate the disease will be entirely stamped 
out in a few weeks. 


The board of health held a meeting on 


Saturday night and issued a notice to 
the parents of school children. It is in 
eJTect that the board is desirous of erad- 
icating the epidemic; that vaccination 
is admitted by scientists to be the surest 
prevcntativc and request that the par- 
ents sign the slips', whether they 
arc 


favorable to their children ueing vaccin- 
ated free of charge. If 
they 
arc the 


number of children must be given and 
also the names. . 


Competent physicians will be at the 


schools where children attend and do the 
vaccinating. The notice also states that 
the state board of health gives the local 
board the power to prevent scholars not 
vaccinated from attending school. It is 
believed that so long as vaccination is 
to be free the majority of parents \\ill 
be in favor of the children being vaccin- 
ated.

, CHICAGO, June 2.—The most serious 
and~at'the same time the most hopeful 
phase of the teamsters' strike developed 
today. The Great Northern hotel, one of 
Chicago's largest hostelries, was cut off 
from its ice supply in the morning be- 
cause it patronized Irwin Bros., who sell 
meat for the big packers. This pressure 
had been threatened by the strikers and 
the hotel at once cancelled its contract 
with the big interests,' and will obtain 
its supply through minor packers, who 
have signed the union agreement. Strik- 
,ers say this is simply 1>ne token of their 
strength and a forerunner of their ulti- 
mate victory. 


On the^other hand arbitration promises 


to solve the strike question and bring 
the difficulties to a speedy termination. 
Today Frederick W. Job, chairman of 
the Illinois'state board of arbitration 
was in conference with Secretary W. L. 
Tarle of the National Teamsters' union 
for overan hour preparatory to bringing 
the teamsters and both the" packing in- 
terests and the State street department 
stores whose drivers are dissatisfied into 
an amicable agreement. Mr. Job inti- 
mated that he had already interviewed 
the* packers'who'are-holding out against 
the union.

Over forty years have sped silently 


away since the closing scenes of the civ- 
il war in America were - enacted, and 
those years, while they have silvered the 
locks of survivors who participated in' 
titantie fraternal conflict, they will'nev- 
er forget their brave comrades who fell 
in battle, and who lie buried in the cem- 
eteries of the country. 


Memorial day was created for the pur- 


poso of assembling and decorating the 
graves and paying tribute to these men. 
In Racine thu occasion was extensively 
observed yesterday. The weather was 
all that could be desired and the ceme- 
teries where the heroes arc at rest never 
lookcl more beautiful and attractive. 


The graves 'of two hundred and sixty- 


three gallant soldiers who cither fell in 
battle during the civil war, or have since 
died and are buried at Mound cemetery 
and the Catholic cemetery, wore appro- 
priately decorated by the members of 
the Governor Harvey Post, assisted-by 
the- Woman's Belief Corps and Sons ,of' 
Veterans; flags were placed and floral 
tributes; also ten graves of soldiers .of 
the Spanish-American war; one mem- 
ber of the Soils of Veterans .and one of 
the Percivnl Guards, were strewn with 
garlands and taps sounded. 


Early in the morning the monument on 


the square was decorated and draped by 
a detail from the G. A. R.; later a de- 
tail went to the cemeteries and lplaced 
the flowers furnished bjr school children 
and prepared by the different auxiliaries 
of the post. 


At 2 o'clock in the afternoon the usual 


services were held at the monument, a 
large number being present. Commander 
Charles Mills and other officers reading 
the ritual of the post. At the conclusion 
Stephen Dutton sounded taps and the 
veterans 
and Woman's 
Relief 
Corps 


marched to the Guild hall which hud 
been appropriately decorated and where 
the regular services were held.

ius Marks pronouncing an invocation.

Filer Camp, Sons of Veterans, read Lin- 
coln's Gettysburg address with fine ef- 
fect. 


Thomas M. Kearney, speaker of the 


day. was introduced and delivered the 
following eloquent and appropriate ad- 
dress : 


Mr. Commander and Members of Gov- 


ernor Harvey Post, G. A. R., Veterans 
and Sons of Veterans, Ladies and GciJtle- 
men: I would fail utterly to give ex- 
pression to the feelings which arises in 
my heart today, were f to neglect at the 
opening of this brief address, to speak 
of the depth of the gratitude I fool bo- 
cause of the unearned kindness extended 
to me by the committee having this pub- 
lic ceremonial in charge, in selecting me 
to speak in what must be weak and in- 
adequate words the sentiments, of this 
community on this occasion. It 13 in- 
deed a great privilege to be permitted 
to join svith one'd neighbors and with the 
members of earth's greatest and most 
honorable civic organization, the Grand 
Army of the Republic, in recognizing this 
Memorial day, and in paying tribute to 
the memory of those whoso lives and 
whose deeds made this day of gratitude 
possible 
On this clay, destined to re- 


main ns it has grown to be, chiefest and 
most generally observed of all of our 
national rest days, we meft not as vic- 
tors to applaud the successful and deride 
the vanquished, to glory over territory 
acquired or over captives taken, to di- 
vide the spoils of war or to compel our 
brother mas to pass under the yoke of 
bondage. 


A higher and holier mission attunes 


the loyal hearts of America in Splendid 
harmony today, when with one accord 
we seek the quiet valley and the shaded

call to arms and. saw the danger which 
threatened her; who hesitated not in 
self-contained disputes as to whether it 
was better to respond to that call or to 
seek a place of security; who turned 
away from home and from loved ones, 
and'all that life holds dear, and illy pro- 
vided, inarched into the swamps and fens 
of a strange land, there to form u part 
of that mighty firing line which mr.asm'- 
od from east to west was more than one 
thousand miles in length; 
who, when 


that strife was ended, returned, many of 
you wounded and broken

turn to you to speak of the wealth of

'enough to attempt to add a single word 
to -Vbat has been «aid of the .greatness 
and bravery of the American soldier. 


His name and his deeds have been told 


in glorious song, set to the sweetest of 
music, while orators and writers of great 
renown have' sought out the most ex- 
pressive phrases of our language in the 
vain attempt to do him simple justice. 


He stairds out among all the warriors 


at the world in the searching light of 
unprejudiced history, as unapproachable 
and unexcelled. 


See him in the days of the. Revolution, 


starving and half cl'ad, holding in check 
the armies of earth's proudest nation, 
while he plants deep in the soil of Amer- 
ica that tender shoot which in the years, 
to come and. under the providence of; 
God, 
is to be the tree of human liberty. 


Observe him again at 
New Orleans 


adding glory to earlier renown by-'his 
deeds of unflinching bravery.

The mighty cities of the-dead 
scattered here and there over that great 
battle ground, bear mute, pathetic, sor- 
rowful testimony to what the men of 
1S01 endured, while every little ceme- 
tery in our land- asks us for floral offer- 
ings today. 


We grow stronger and greater as a 


people and more enduring ns a nation, 
in turning nvvay from our ordinary pur- 
suits, and in doing honor to our patriot 
dead. 


In the countries of the old world the 


kings and princes, the rules of those 
hinds, when life was ended were buried 
with.great'pomp, and show, and pagen- 
try. Knights and fair ladies gathered 
he're while all there was of earth of those 
great men was laid away in chapel niche, 
or-stately vault, or abbey's aisle.

stone bearing brief testimony to-.the sac- 
rifice they made; 'covered .with earth's 
verdure, the graves of freemen in a free 
land. 


And let us not believe that a more 


fitting mausoleum might luive been se- 
lected for our departed heroes than are 
the simple graves we visit and decorate 
today. 


Jt was thn poet. Campbell who fitting- 


ly and beautifully wrote,—-

•"How sloep Lho brave svbo sink to ITS!, 
With all their country's wishes 'blest; 
When spring with dewy lingers cold 
Returns' to deck their hallowed mould; 
She there shall dress a'Sweeter sod 
Than fancy's 'feet have ever trod," 


And in one of his sweetest 
stanzas 


Byron, the master of poetic power, tolls 


us—"There is a tear, for all who die— 
A mourner o'er the humblest grave, 
But nations aiwell; the funeral cry 
And Triumph-)yeeps above the bra/ve." 
I do liot: need ftb speak of the glorious 


results of thiit, war.C It is enough to say 
that it conipleted what the fathers ..of 
the Revolution begun,.and made • the 
promise of human liberty upon which our 
government-was- founded a' fact in this 
western world. It not only struck the 
shackles from the arms and the 'fetters 
from the feets of slaves; it cemented in 
enduring union this: sisterhood of states, 
and gave to them a new career, dispell- 
ed the clouds of doubt and :hate which 
lingered around about them, brought out. 
the light of freedom from a clearer sky, 
and planted there the b'ow of promise, 
ever to endure. . 


Turning from the past and its glories, 


its trials and its accomplishments; lopk 
with me into the future of America. 
How bright its sky, how promising is 
that future viewed from tlie threshold 
of the present in the light of the early 
dawn. As peace with; the outer world 
and with itself—full of wonderful activ- 
ity—rapidly increasing in a, wealth, un- 
heard of by the ancients; dotted with, 
great,cities, centers of enterprise and of:

How alluring is the' 
picture! How satisfying and how rest- 
ful! 


And yet, may we always remember 


that "eternal vigilance" is the price of 
human liberty. When the sentinel is on 
his beat, when the officer of the guard 
is on his round, when the outposts are 
scanning the horizon, for signs of the ap- 
proaching foe, when the drawbridge is up 
and the walls are manned, is the time of 
greatest national security. 


I have said that we live in a wonder- 


ful age, great in promise and accomplish- 
ments. It may be that in this clay of 
progress and power and privilege, the 
story of liberty is not told as it was in 
earlier days, that the fire of patriotism 
does not burn as brightly as in times of 
trial, and that the love of country is not 
so intense as it was in the times of the 
fathers, and then it may be true that'in 
this day the power of wealth is.crushing 
out the fondest.hopes and highest aspir- 
ations of mankind; building itself,a tem- 
ple on the ruins it has wrought, defying 
nations, scouting laws,, beating 
down 


with a hammer of gold the fortresses 'of 
liberty. If in these thoughts there be 
the least of truth then- may the patriot- 
ism and the love of country which this 
day brings, strengthcii us to do the rightj 
correct the wrong with judgment and 
with calmness as befits the highest type

STANDS BY THE ARMY. 


The. president carefully analyzed from 


his point of view the state of mind and 
the present position of the Filipino and

THE 'AD USE OF EXECUTIVE POWER 


The eleventh letter of Senator White- 


head repudiates the 
assertion any or- 


ganization was favored in the senate to 
defeat the .Stevens bill before its intro- 
duction. While a governor has authori- 
ty to return any bill without his ap- 
proval and state his reasons therefor, ho 
has no warrant whatever to enter objec- 
tions to any member of number of tTie 
legislature as did Governor La Folletto 
in his very remarkable assault upon the 
members. 


After reviewing the arguments made 


favoring the bill the governor declared 
•what the platform pledge called for and 
then proceeded to charge an organized 
effort bad existed to defeat the Stevens 
bill many weeks be-fore the bill was of- 
fered and efforts made to arouse dis- 
trust against the bill. He then charged 
misrepresentations were 
made and as- 


saulted the legislature in the following 
language: 


"An array of federal 
office 
holders, 


joining with certain corporation agents 
and the representatives of the machine 
in the regular legislative lobby, moved 
upon the capitol, took possession of its 
corridors, intruded into the legislative 
halls, followed members to their hotels, 
tempted many with alluring forms of 
vice, and in some instances brought them 
to the capitol in a state of intoxication 
to vote against the. bill. This sets forth 
in part th^ character of the opposition, 
but omii.H to take account of some of the 
moans used and attempted to be used to 
prevent the passage of the measure." 


This was replied to as only such out- 


raged members could reply and the in- 
temperate 
language rebuked. Senator 


Whiteheacl says of the senate protest: 


"We claimed our privilege as senators 


to have it. appear upon the record of our 
proceedings that we do not a?!ow these 
statements of the governor to pass un- 
challenged, and that upon any view of 
liia constitutional prerogative we deny 
that he is justified in thus addressing the 
legislature. We hold that no 'sense of 
obligation' on the part of the governor 
can excuse such grave, reflections up'on 
the members of the legislature as arc 
contained in the portions of the message 
above quoted. 


"We 
recognized 
the constitutional 


light of the governor freely to express 
his •views upon the policy and validity of 
any legislation submitted to him for his 
approval, but we hold that the USD of 
such expressions as arc a:bove specifically 
referred, to, transcend all bounds of of- 
ficial propriety and constitutional right. 


"We protested 
most 
earnestly 
as 


members of the legislature against the 
aspersions cast upon our 
official acts, 


upon our personal motives, and upon our 
private characters by the governor in 
this message to the legislature.'' 


He says the legislative power is vest- 


ed in the legislature and that responsi- 
bility for such legislative acts cannot be 
shifted upon cither body of a state con- 
vention or a governor. In this letter is 
quoted some passages from the address 
of H. C. Adams in which that gentleman 
asserted the burden of proof was rested 
upon those who advocated the measure. 
This proof required has riot been furn- 
ished. 


Summing up, the convention never or- 


dained any details as to a primary elec- 
tion. It was never supposed Republicans 
would be estopped from the -freest possi- 
ble discussion of any measure to this 
end, and it was supposed the best minds 
in the party would be welcomed to pro- 
duce the best and wisest bill that was 
possible. 


THE 
SUBSTITUTES FOR STEVENS' 


BII/L,. 


The eleventh letter of Senator White- 


head, dealing with the Stevens' substi- 
tute bill, goes into more details, showing 
that while some minor changes had been 
made, no concessions were made as re- 
gards the method of making 
nomina- 


tions, rather to the contrary, such wore 
made even more difficult. The commit- 
tee system continued the same, except a 
change as io proxies, and the 
section 


•omitted -that provided for the nominat- 
ing of presidential electors by the can- 
vassing committees when in session 
at 


Madison. 
Sonic changes were made as 


to canvassing the votes and the require- 
ment -that the primary election clay in 
September should bo a legal holiday was 
omitted. 


The claim was mnde the substitute 


'bill carried out the party pledge, as did 
the original bill but, says the senator, 
after consideration, the members were 
convinced the party 'had made no such 


pledges as called for any such legisla- 
tion. Their votes against the bill were 
given conscientiously 'because . coivinced 
no legislation of the character 
devised 


in the Stevens' 'bill and substitute was 
desired by the people of the state which 
in fact delivered them over into a com- 
mittee rule, and made political beggars 
of every citizen who desired to become 
a candidate for 
office. This substitute 


was defeated in the senate and carried 
in the house and there it rested. 


The Hagemcister bill runs its course 


and passed both houses and encountered 
the executive veto. This measure cor- 
rected some of the grave defects of the 
Stevens' bill, notably the provisions re- 
garding the method 
of nominations, 


changing the method to one of affidavit 
and paying a fee. It was a poor excuse 
for a primary election measure and only 
was intended to at least give the people 
a measure of freedom if nothing better 
could be secured. 
The governor 
would 


not accept it 'because it had failed to 
agree with his formula and besides con- 
tained a. provision for submission to the 
people for ratification. 


A PEACEFUL, REMEDY. 


The remedy for the people in this 


meat matter, as in any other .matter,!n 
which they have reasons for believing 
they are being taken advantage of, is 
simply to let it alone or reduce the 
daily allowance. This manner of pro- 
cedure is far better than getting one's 
self in a passion or indignantly denounc- 
ing t'he local retailer for his supposed 
avarice. When approached by custom- 
ers whose angry passions have perhaps 
been increasing daily as the time came 
to liquidate the usual account, all the 
dealer can really say is compressed in a 
small compass, for since he can't tell any 
better than the customer, his only effec- 
tual advice will naturally be not to eat 
so much then. As to the customer who 
insists upon paying the cold cash every 
morning, thinking cash is the word that 
runs the thing, and a dollar in the till 
Monday is worth t\vo in the till prom- 
ised for Saturday night, his corn-plaints 
receive no closer attention, only it 
makes the local butcher a good deal 
more tired in hearing them every day. 


But this is a good plan and saves lots 


of wear on the nervous system. Eat less 
meat. Reputable physicians now openly 
say people will be better physically and 
'better na hired if they did not eat so 
much meat, anyhow. As a nation we 
eat altogether too much flesh, and the 
ever growing numbers of people who, in 
their own countries eat mighty little 
moat, have constantly added to the con- 
sumption, and the alert packers have 
not failed to keep right; on with the pro- 
cession: But conditions have been grad- 
ually increasing prices of late months, 
and the packers by virtue of the, strong- 
est sort of agreements between 
them- 


selves have the entire retail business in 
thorough control through their mastery 
of the retailers, and the resr!f is what 
the people are universally denouncing as 
a trust. A trust, as it were, the govern- 
ment lias laid its hand upon and 
may 


possibly succeed if the 
supply of law 


holds out and technicalities are not spun 
out too fine by the courts. 


The remedy is to eat less. This is a 


peaceful remedy and is a medicinal rem- 
edy approved of by cirrinent physicians. 
All this may be a "blessing in disguise, 
enabling tho people to perceive the true 
light of interest for their physical bodies.

Memorial day once more is with us. 


nnd millions of patriotic Americans are 
fittingly commemorating the

The choice of a site could not natu- 


rally be satisfactory 
to all, neither to 


t-hoss who had sites to sell, or to citi- 
zens generally who had a choice in the 
matter. The contributors who have so 
generously come forward had no string 
tied to their gifts, so tho committee at 
the last were at perfect liberty to reject 
all the different written proposals and 
accept one that had come forward to- 
wards the latter part of the preliminar- 
ies during which the money was being 
raised and communication being had 
with Mr. Carnegie. 


The site chosen on the southeast cor- 


ner of Main and Seventh streets, will 
doubtless be satisfactory to the citizens 
of Racine. For several years past the 
residence has 
been occupied by the 


widow of the late Chauncey Hall, and 
is one of the most 
beautiful residence 


sites in the city, the lot being quite large 
enough for library purposes and lying 
high and perfectly level. It 
is conven- 


iently situated and the surroundings all 
that vould be desired, while as to avail- 
ability to general travel, it is but a 
square to Main and Sixth streets, 
at 


which corner every street car line in the 
city passes. 


Considering all the elements to be 


pleased the board has performed

duty satisfactorily and the actual work 
of construction will begin before 
long,

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THE DAIRY AND THE COW. 


Eloquent Tribute to 


Benediction*, 


It is an interesting question and one 


(worthy of som« thought as to how far 
;we may force a cow when seeking for 
• big yield of milk and butter and 
iwhether such forcing is ultimately de- 
sirable, writes D. H. Stovall in Farm 
and Home. 
Many aro prejudiced 


against forcing at all, and this preju- 
dice i3 not without foundation, as the 
premature death of some cows that 
have been forced up to the limit tes- 
tifies. 
There is no doubt that this 


high feeding process, for the purpose 
of getting a trig milk and butter yield, 
weakens tbo constitution of the cow 
and soarier or later must tell on her 
general health. 
. Now tke -'Cation arises: How far 
may we go with the forcing process? 
All realize that a certain amount of 
forcing is beneficial, in that this is the 
only means of developing the organs of 
the cow and ia turn making her calves 
better stock, for breed is, after all, only 
a matter oi generations of feed and 
care, and It.was by forcing that a cow 
was brought through several genera- 
tions from a yield of three pounds of 
butter to n. yield of fifteen. But what 
Is the limit? 
' It is not hard to remember when a 
horse was fast'that could go at a 2:40 
gait, trot now we are getting mighty 
close to the two minute mark, and we 
cannot say that the limit has been yet 
reached. 
So it seems reasonable to 


suppose that the limit of milk produc- 
tion in a cow has not yet been reached. 
It must be admitted that many cows, 
those possessing weak constitutions, 
are hurt by overfeeding, by forcing, yet

Farm Feeds For Cow*. * 


Those in attendance at the meeting 


of the Illinois Dairy association at 
Freeport were interested in the discus- 
sion by M. C. Campbell of Dekalb 
county on the 'best methods of using 
available farm feeds. Mr. Campbell 
began figuring on the cost of feed and 
decided upon the following, which he 
used during December: Silage, clover 
hay, shredded fodder and oat straw, 
Keeping a strict account of everything, 
he found that a herd of twelve cows 
during December gave him a clear 
profit of $05. Eleven cows fed during 
the previous month on high priced 
feeds returned very small profits. This 
ration of course contains considerable 
grain in the silage. It does not, how- 
evcir, contain a large amount of pro- 
tein, although a fair quantity is fur-- 
nished by the clover hay. Mr. Camp- 
bell found that after the first few days 
the flow of milk was maintained, and, 
BO far as he could determine, the ani- 
mals did not decrease in flesh. 


When protein feed Is cheap, he be- 


lieves it is advisable to feed more of 
this material, but under the present 
conditions he does not think he is war- 
ranted in buying feed when he can get 
good results . from the grains ' and 
roughage raised on his own land.

A correspondent asks Breeder'H Ga- 


zette, "Which is more profitable feed 
for dairy cows, bran or Bhipstuff (mid- 
dlings), bran usually selling at 10 cents 
per hundred pounds less than the mid- 
dlings?" 
W. Al Henry makes the following re- 


ply: "Good wheat middlings contain 
more nutriment than good wheat bran 
and will generally be ftrand more useful 
than the same weigfit of the bran. In 
matters of this kind a good deal de- 
pends upon the other constituents of 
the ration. ..Where one is feeding corn- 
meal as a part of the concentrates it 
is-generally better to use bran for the 
other part, because the corn furnishes 
the carbohydrates and is heavy in 
character and needs lightening by the 
bran, ;wuica, being loose and flaky in 
character, effects that result very nice- 
ly. Where one does not care to get 
the lightening effect due to bran, then 
middlings .would be the more econom- 
ical feed of the two. Middlings are a 
better feed for young pigs than wheat 
bran because the bran is too chaffy in 
character for the digestive tract of the 
young pig. We have found at our sta- 
tion farm that some of our horses 
couli not utilize middlings to any ex- 
tent with advantage. Their use fwaa 
almost sure to induce colic .with cer- 
tain individual horses. Such trouble 
ncTer followed the uae of bran as a 
horse feed." 


Cottonseed nnd Jt» Feeding. 


Cottonseed and its products are valu- 


able milk and butter producers. 
They 


do not injure the milk for drinking 
purposes, but' when fed in too large 
quantity they do affect the quality of 
the butter produced, giving it a, higher 
melting point and making it firm, which 
is an advantage in a (warm climate, 
but at the same time the texture is in- 
jured, the batter being sticky and the 
flavor poor. When, however, seed and 
meal are properly combined ,with grain 
and hay feed, so that the cottonseed

Two or three pounds of cottonseed or

For mixing with cottonseed 
hulls, corn fodder, ensilage and the 
grass bays, feeds of the opposite kind 
from cottonseed meal, it has no su- 
perior.

A Wosnnn'» Eloquent Trfhnlo

ed on a seasheU there the glint of a 
sunbeam and perfume of n flower are 
caught and hold in an envelope of silk. 
Tills Is a butter granule, and it com- 
prehends all things from star dust to 
flower dew. Its shape is that of the 
whirling world around the sun, and, 
like thorn, It obeys the concords of as- 
tronomy that bold and bind the uni- 
verse. The scientist's microscope will 
tell yon of "sugar of milk," of "casein" 
and of tangible solids, but only the po- 
rt's subtle sense will discover that, 
caught In that tiny gossamer envel- 
ope, are the song of the lark, the glow 
of tho dawn, the ripple of streams, the 
balm of twilight the breath of blos- 
soms-ail the mystery and pelody of 
nature's rhythmic pulse beats from buds 
of May to tawny leaves of autumn.

been made here have led *>.">'^v 
•Ion that it is not a crop which is likely 
to prove of any considerable value un- 
less it may be upon very, light, dry and 
warm soils. The crop has been de- 
scribed and commented upon at lengta 
In previous reports. 


It will be seen that after most care- 


ful trial and comparison it Is my bel.ef 
that both Brazilian millet and Mand s 
Wonder are new only in name. If 
farmers desire to make a trial of this 
crop they should order Peurl millet of 
reliable seedsmen. This can be bought 
probably at about one-fourth the pnco 
which I understand la being charged 
for the same thing tinder the name 
of Brazilian millet.

It does not. how 
ever, contain a large amount of pro 
tein, although ;i fair quantity is fur 
nlithed by the clover hay. Mr- Camp 
bell found thnt after the first few day 
tho flow of milk was maintained, and, 
so far as he could determine, the ani- 
mals did not decrease in flesh. 


When protein feed is cheap, he be- 


lieves it is advisable to feed more of 
this material, but under tbe present 
conditions he does not think he is war- 
ranted in buying feed when he can get 
good results . from the grains ' ani 
roughage raised on his own land.

zette, "Which is more profitable feed 
for dairy cows, bran or shlpatutf (mid- 
dlings), bran usually selling at 10 cents 
per hundred pounds less than the mid- 
dlings?" . . 
W. A; Henry makes-the following re- 


ply:' "Good wheat middlings contain 
more nutriment-thaa good wheat bran 
and will generally be tonnd more useful 
than tbe same welgfit of the bran. In 
matters of this kind a good deal de- 
pends upon the other constituents of 
the ration. ..Where-one is feeding corn- 
meal as 'a part of the concentrates it 
is-generally, better to use bran for the 
other part, because tbe com furnishes 
the carbohydrates and is heavy in 
character and needs lightening by the 
bran, ,whico, being loose and flaky in 
character, effects that result very nice- 
ly Where one does not care t6. get 
the lightening effect due to bran, then 
middlings would be the more econom- 
ical feed of the two. Middlings are a 
better feed for young pigs than wheat 
bran because the bran is too chaffy in 
character for the digestive tract of the 
yonn" pig. "We have found at our sta- 
tion farm that some of our horses 
coulk not utilize middlings to any ex- 
tent with advantage. Their use ,was 
almost sure to induce colic .with cer- 
tain individual horses. Such trouble 
never followed tho use of bran as n 
horse feed." 


Cottonieed and It» Feedlnir. 


Cottonseed and its products are valu- 


able milk and butter producers. They 
do not injure the milk for drialdng 
purposes, but when fed in too large 
quantity they do affect the quality of 
he butter produced, giving it a higher 
melting point and making it firm, which 
s an advantage in a ,warm climate, 
but at the same time the torture is in- 
ured, the better being sticky and the 
flavor poor.

Milk Train at Corliss Sunday. 


MISSES HOLD AND 


FALLS UNDER WHEELS 


Right JLeg Cut Off bad left root Crushed- 


Died at the St. tuk»s Hospital—Home 


Was In New York—Known •• 


Charles Beaton. 


Charles C. Maloney, aged 22 years, 


known as Charles C. Benson, -while at- 
tempting to board the milk train on the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway 
at Corliss, Sunday morning, missed his 
hold and fell beneath the wheels. His 
left foot was crushed and right leg cut 
off near the knee. With 
all possible 


haste the unfortunate young-man was 
picked up and Dr. F. R. Garlock, sur- 
geon of the road called. It was deemed 
advisable to remove the injured man to 
the St. Luke's hospital in this city and 
he was brought in and the police ambu- 
lance conveyed him to that institution. 


On account of the shock and loss of 


blood ihe young man 
became uncon- 


scious. At the hospital the 
physician 


amputated the right leg two inches above 
the knee and two toes of the left foot 
were removed. He survived the opera- 
tion, but was too weak to rally and died 
at 4-o'clock in the afternoon. 


At the Junction it was said that the 


young man was practicing boarding and 
leaving trains and that the fourth time 
he fell under. This is denied by specta- 
tors who state that he came out-of a sa- 
loon, walked to the main track arid "at- 
tempted to board the milk train and 
fell.

Young Maloney, just after bejng pick- 


ed up, said that he was 22 years old, 
that his home was No. 205 Third avenue, 
New York. Although he traveled under 
the name of Charles Benson, his right 
name was Charles C. Maloney and that 
his parents were well-to-do people. Oh 
account of his habits his parents sent 
him west last fall and he had been in 
different parts of the country since. His 
greatest enemy was liquor. Three or 
four weeks ago he arrived at Corliss and 
secured a position with Alfred Williams, 
of this city, as teamster afld had been 
employed by him since. 


Maloney is the young man who was 


brought to this city a couple of weeks 
ago, 
by an alleged deputy sheriff, 
on 


charge of intoxication and was sent to 
the county jail for one day. 
Previous 


to that time he had been found laying 
on the tracks of the southwestern-divis- 
ion and removed just in time to save him 
from being crushed by the stub train. 


Coroner Jonas Hoyle took charge of 


the body, had it removed to the morgue 
of the Belle City Furniture company and 
prepared for burial and sent a telegram 
to the address in New York given by the 
man previous to his death.. 


This morning the coroner empaneled 


a jury and prepared to hold an inquest, 
witnesses being summoned from Corliss 
and including the train crew. 


In answer to telegrams sent to New 


York," Jonas Hoyle, coroner, received the 
following from John M. Part rid™, Coin, 
of Police: 
"Notified brother, Lawrence 


Malaney at address given. Says father 
resides at Newbury, New York.

'Monday a cablegram "with the- words 
"Whitsuntide greetings." When the dis- 
patch arrived without any official delaj 
the.first.'idea was that the transmission 
of such a message at full rates from the 
seat of war, was a somewhat superflu- 
ous .demonstration of politeness.

indicate the significance of the particu- 
lar season at -which the sociable senti- 
ment was expressed. 


The editor turned, however, to tlfe 


prayerbook—khowirg Burleigh 
is well 


.acquainted with Holy Wi'it, and leading 
over the gospel for 'Whitsunday, same 
upon the sentences. 


"Peace I leave A\itli you; my peace I 


give unto you. Not as the world giveth, 
give I unto you. Let not your hfeait be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid." 


"When 
we received 
Mr. Burleiglr's 


message to his brother, in Glasgow, 're- 
turning—tell Lawsori' we felt," says the 
Daily Telegraph, "that the moment had 
arrived, and we might faKrty take the 
public into our confidence." 


Tide Daily Mail had a most ingenius 


arrangement. It 
was a simple device, 


purporting to send mining market news, 
whereas it was in reality a code telling 
all about ho\v the peace negotiations 
were progressing. 


Here is verbatim, the first of a long 


series of cables:

The 
vendors are, of course, the Boers. ' "Pax- 
fontein gold farm" is the synonym for 
peace.

Jerry Brown, a well known molcler by 


f.rado, who resides on North Wisconsin 
street, and a young lady whose name 
could not 'be learned, went to Kenosha 
yesterday morning for a buggy ride, nnd 
in the afternoon had a runaway in which 
both were thrown out and the young 
lady was quite seriously injured.

The horse was 
caught near the west city limits of Ken- 
osha, but the buggy was a total wreck 
and the loss to Brown :is n heavy one. 


Charles C. Maloney, aged 22 years, 


known as Charles C. Benson, while at- 
tempting to board the milk train on the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway 
at Corliss, Sunday morning, missed his 
hold and fell beneath the wheels. His 
left foot was crushed and right leg cut 
off near the knee. With 
all possible 


haste the unfortunate young-man was 
picked up and Dr. F. E. Garloclc, sur- 
geon of the ro»d called. It was deemed 
advisable to remove the injured man to 
the St. Luke's hospital in this city and 
he was brought in and the police ambu- 
lance conveyed him to that institution. 


On account of the shock and loss of 


blood the young man 
became . uncon-

amputated the right leg two inches above 
the knee and two toes of the left foot 
were removed.

On 
account of his habits his parents sent 
him west last fall and he had been in 
different parts of the country since. Hi.3 
greatest enemy was liquor. Thrca or 
four weeks ago he arrived at Corliss and 
secured a position with Alfred Williams, 
of this city, as ten raster and had been 
employed by him since. 


Maloney is the young man who was 


brought to this city a couple of weeks 
ago, 
by an alleged deputy 
sheriff, on 


charge oi intoxication and was sent to 
the county jail for One day. Previous 
to that time he had beer, found laying 
on the tracks of the southwestern-divis 
ion and removed just in time to save him 
from being crushed by the stub train. 


Coroner Jonas Hoyle took charge of 


the body, had it removed" to the morgue 
of the Belle City Furniture company and 
prepared for burin] and sent a telegram 
to the address in New York given by thi 
man previous to his death. 


This morning the coroner empaneled 


a. jury and prepared to hold an inquest 
witnesses- being summoned from Corliss 
and including the train crew.

>'«rr«p»|>«r Men to Inform Kdltort 


of Peace Negotlitloni. 


'NEW YORK, June 2.—Some intercst- 
ng stories arc told in this morning's pa- 
pers of the ruses adopted by correspond- 
ents in letting their editors keep in- 
'ormed of the progress of the peace ne- 
gotiations, says a Herald dispatch from 
London. 


The Daily Telegraph, for instance, re- 


ceived from Bennett Burleigh on Whit 
Monday a cablegram with the words 
'Whitsuntide greetings." When the dis- 
patch arrived without any official delay 
the first'idea was that the transmission 
of such a message at full rates from the 
seat of war, was a somewhat superflu- 
ous demonstration of politeness. 


A little reflection, however, seemed fo 


indicate tho signifk-aneo 'of. the particu- 
lar season at which the: sociable seiili- 
ment was expressed. 


The editor turned, however, to the 


prayerbook—knowii;g' Burleigh 
is' well 


acquainted with Holy Writ, and reading 
over the gospel for Whitsunday, same 
upon the sentences: 


'Peace I leave with you; my peace t 


give unto you. Not as the world giveth, 
give I unto you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid." 


'When 
we received 
Mr. Burleigh's 


message to his brother, in Glasgow, 're- 
turning—tell Lawson' we felt," says the 
Daily Telegraph, "f-hat the moment had 
arrived, and we might fatriy take the 
public into our confidence.'' 


The Daily Moil had a most ingcnius 


arrangement. It 
was a simple device, 


purporting to send mining market news, 
whereas it was in reality a code telling 
all about how the 
peace 
negotiations 


wore progressing. 


Here is verbatim, the first of a long 


series of cables: 


"Regarding purchase gold farm Pax- 


fontcin. Ail necessary parties 
to con- 


tract now Pretoria whither Alf gone get 
better pnV'!.-; have every reason believe 
vendors wish to sell.'' 


The simplicity of the device renders 


explanation almost unnecessary. 
Of 


course, this particular instance was but 
an isolated success for a scheme dcrtfeed 
to meet ajl possible contingencies, but it 
worked excellently. It barely needs the 
translation. 
"Alf" is Lord Milner. The 


vendors are, of course, the Boers. "Pax- 
fontein gold farm" is the synonynrfor 
peace. 


Where our soldiers have committed 


one 'net of cruelty against a hundred of 
the Filipinos aroused by the fiendish acts 
still says the president, that is no excuse. 
But he Sf.ys charges against our army 
for these oases an; no more just than to 
blame any one state for the burbaroui 
acts of a jynoliing crowd. He is right.
